SERY FOR HOMELESS CHILDREN. 


Second. ‘That the purposes for which it is formed are: To obtain 
and receive by gift, bequest, devise, barter or purchase, land or property 
in the City and County of San Francisco, State of California, and to 
erect buildings to be used for the purposes of a Home for little ones 
under twelve years. 


Third. That the place where its principal business is to be transacted 
shall be in the City and County of San Francisco, State of California. 


Fourth. ‘That the term for which it is to exist is fifty years from and 
after the date of its incorporation. 


Fifth. That the number of its Directors or Trustees shall be five, 
and the names and residences of those who are appointed for the first 
year and until their successors are elected and qualified, are: SIDNEY M. 
SMITH, San Francisco; C. M. GORHAN, San Francisco; JAMES H. DOB- 
INSON, San Francisco; C. S. WRIGHT, San Francisco; DR. JAMES W. 
WARD, San Francisco. 


Stath. ‘That there is no capital stock and there are no shares. 


Seventh. ‘That no capital stock has been subscribed for, 








BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE I. 


The name of this Society shall be SAN FRANCISCO NURSERY FOR 
HOMELESS CHILDREN. 


ARTICLE II. 
OBJECTS. 

The objects of this Society shall be: to obtain and receive by gift, 
devise, barter or purchase, land and property in the City and County 
of San Francisco, in the State of California; to erect or lease buildings 
and furnish the same to be used, under the direction of the Board of 
Managers, for the purpose of a Home for poor children under 12 years 
of age, needing care and protection; and to receive State Aid, member- 
ship fees, and any donations, the same to be disbursed for the mainten- 
ance of said children. 


ARTICLE III. 
MEMBERSHIP. 

SECTION I. Any person making a single payment of fifty dollars 
to the funds of the Society shall be a life member. Any child under 
sixteen years of age making a single payment of twenty-five dollars 
shall be a life member. Any person making a single payment of twenty 
dollars shall be an honorary member, and any person making an annual 
payment of two and one-half dollars shall be an annual member, 


ARTICLE IV. 
TRUSTEES. 

SECTION I. The Trustees of this Society shall consist of a Board of 
five men who shall be members of the Society and shall be elected by 
the members of the Society at its annual meeting, and shall hold office 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 


Sec. 2. The Trustees of the Society shall exercise, conduct and 
control its corporate powers, business and property. It shall be their 
duty in all important matters to consult with the Board of Managers 
as a whole or by committee. At each annual meeting they shall render 
to the Society a full report of all property, real and personal, held in 
trust by them. 


SEC. 3. Vacancies in the Board occurring between annual meetings 


may be filled by election by the remaining Trustees. 
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BY-LAWS. S 


SEC. 4. The Board of Trustees shall elect their own President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer at their first meeting after their 
election. 

SEC. 5. The President of the Board of Trustees shall preside at all 
meetings of the Board of Trustees. The Vice-President shall, in the 
absence of the President, perform the duties of the President. The 
Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the Board and shall 
keep its accounts. 

SEC. 6, The Treasurer shall receive and safely keep and account for 
all money that may come into his hands from al] sources. All money 
received by the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees for building or other 
specific purposes, shall be held subject only to the joint order of the 
Board of Trustees and the Board of Managers, 

ARTICLE V. 
MANAGERS. 

SECTION I. The Managers of this Society shall consist of a Board 
of twenty-four women who shall be members of the Society, who shall 
be elected by the members of the Society at its annual meeting, and 
shall hold office until their successors are elected and qualified. If any 
member of the Board of Managers is absent three consecutive meetings, 
except by reason of sickness or absence from home. her place may be 
declared vacant, and all vacancies in the Board which may occur between 
its annual meetings, may be filled by the remaining Managers. 

SEC. 2. In order to carryout the objects of the Society, the Board 
of Managers shall have power to devise and adopt measures to that end, 
to make such contracts as may be necessary thereto, and to control such 
funds of the Society as may be necessary and applicable for its current 
expenses. The Board shall make its own sy-Laws and all rules and 
regulations necessary for the proper government of the Home. 

SEC. 3. The Board of Managers shall elect from its own number 
a President, three Vice-Presidents, one Recording Secretary, one Corres- 
ponding Secretary and a Treasurer. The Board may accept the voluntary 
services of such visiting and consulting physicians as it may deem 
proper for any necessary medical attendance, and who shall receive 
written notice of his appointment from the Recording Secretary. The 
President of the Board of Managers, or, in her absence, a Vice-President, 
or, in case all are absent, any member present, elected by the meeting, 
shall preside at all meetings, both of the Board of Managers and of the 
Society. The President, or, in her absence, a Vice-President, or any 
three members concurring, shall have the power to call a special meet- 
ing. At all meetings, either regular or special, five members of the 
Board of Managers shall constitute a quorum. The President may ap- 
point such committees as may be necessary. 

SEC. 4. The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of the pro- 
ceedings of every meeting and make an annual report of the same, and

shall also notify the Board of Managers of any of its regular or special 
meetings. It shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary or of some 
committee apointed for the purpose, to keep a correct record of all 
inniates admitted to the Nursery, the date of admission, their names 
and nationalities, those of their parents, and whether alive or dead, and 


their last residence. 


Src. 5. The Corresponding Secretary shall make written acknowl- 


edgment of all donations, and keep a list of the names of the donors. 


Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds, subject to 
the order of the Board; shall keep an accurate acount of all receipts 
aud expenditures, and shall report their amount at the monthly meet- 
ings, as also at the annual meetings of the Society. She shall also keep 


a list of the names of the members of the Society. 


ARTICLE VI. 
MEETINGS AND ELECTIONS. 


SECTION I. The meetings of the Board of Managers shall be held 
on the first Tuesday of each month. The annual meetings of the Society 
shall be held on the second Tuesday in January of each year, at which 
time the election of Trustees, Managers and Officers shall take place. 
All elections shall be by ballot, and all Trustees and Managers shall be 
chosen to serve for one year, and until their successors shall be elected 


and qualified. One judge of election and two tellers shall be appointed 
by the President, the tellers to receive the ballots, the j udge to count the 


votes in the presence of the tellers, and the person receiving the ma- 
jority of the votes to be declared elected. All members of the Society 
in good standing shall be entitled to vote at all meetings of the Society. 

Src. 2. At all meetings of the Society a quorum shall consist of 
not less than eleven membe.s present. 

SEC. 3. - The Trustees, Managers and Officers shall be notified of 
their election by the Recording Secretary. 

Sec. 4. At least ten days’ notice of the annual meeting of the 
Society shall be given by publication in some daily newspaper in San 
Francisco, unless such meeting is held pursuant to adjournment. 


ARTICLE VII. 
AMENDMENTS. 

SECTION I. ‘These By-Laws may be amended by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present at any regular or special meeting of the 
Society; provided, such alteration or amendment shall have been pro- 
posed at a meeting of the Board of Managers held not less than one 


month previous.

President's Address. 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: 


It is my duty as President of this institution to submit to 
you a review of the work done by us during the year. 

The health of the children has been generally good, thanks 
to the unceasing care of our Physician and nurses, only six 
deaths occurring among our foundlings. Infants require more 
constant care and attention than we are able to give them, 
owing to our limited quarters and number of nurses. 

Considering the stringency of the money market, and the 
indebtedness with which we commenced the year, our finan- 
cial condition is greatly improved. I only regret to report our 
inability to commence the new year free from an indebtedness. 

The needs of the Home are many and require a large fund 
for current expenses. Again I would urge upon our members 
the necessity of having a regular monthly income, which could 
be procured by increasing the number of monthly and annual 
subscribers. ‘The larger our subscription list, the less number 
of entertainments will be required necessitating the sale of 
tickets to our friends. 

Our thanks are due the Girls’ Auxiliary for their con- 
tinued assistance in buying shoes and stockings and many 
other articles of clothing, and also for their monthly subscrip- 
great 


tion. By their efforts Christmas was made a time of g 
rejoicing for our children. 

In the death of Dr. Lihenthal, our children have lost 
both friend and physician and one who was ever ready to 
respond to their call. 

It is with much pleasure and gratitude that I mention the 
name of Dr. Guy Manning, our attending physician. He is 
an untiring friend and worker, and is ever ready, sympathetic 
and helpful. 

The smaller children are attending the Silver-street Kin- 


dergarten, and the larger ones the public school as before, and 
[ am very happy to state that the reports from their teacher of 
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their progress and good behavior are very gratifying. During 
the year good homes have been found for several. 

I wish to thank the young ladies of the Shining Star 
Band and Miss Hazel Bertz, for beds and furnishings given to 
our home. 

We are in need of more beds and bedding and would be 
very glad if some other young ladies would help us to furnish 
them. Many times we are obliged to refuse to take children 
owing to not having beds for them. 

We need a building of our own, and if some of our philan- 
thropic friends who have an abundance of this world’s goods 
could assist us in making a nucleus, it would. be a commence- 
ment, and progress afterward would not be so difficult. 

I wish to thank the members of the Board for the co-opera- 
tion and assistance, and all friends who have sent us donations 
during the year.

At this, the close of another year in the history of the 
San Francisco Nursery for Homeless Children, I have the 
honor to present to you my report as Secretary of the Board 
of Managers. 

Twelve regular monthly business meetings, and four 
special meetings have been held by the Board during the year, 
all of which have been well attended. 

January Ist, 1895, found sixty-two children in the 
Nursery; since then 60 have been admitted, 43 discharged, 
3 adopted, homes found for 2, 6 died, leaving sixty-eight still 
being cared for January rst, 1896. 

Trusting prosperity will ever crown the efforts of the 
Managers and all interested friends.

To THE BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE 


SAN FRANCISCO NURSERY FOR HOMELESS CHILDREN: 


Ladies,—For the fourth time I take pleasure in meeting 
you, and in presenting to your Board an account of my por- 
tion of that work in which we are all interested. 

The past year has been a healthful one as respects severe 
illnesses, though we have had quite a little sickness of one form 
and another. We have not been free from epidemics, but care 
alone has limited those which did start, and prevented their 
spreading. We feared results, when early in the year we 
diagnosed diphtheria in one of the children, but strict measures 
and great care prevented its spread, and happily, that dreaded 
disease began and ended with one case, and ended in recovery, 
which fact was more pleasing still. Measles, mumps, whoop- 
ing-cough and chicken-pox, all obtained a foothold, but were 
held in abeyance. Scarlet fever was confined to a case or two 
of very mild scarlatina. 

Among our infants, deaths were slightly increased in 
number over last year, but that could be accounted for in the 
greater number of babies that we have taken, and an increase 
in the number of new-borns left on our doorstep, which latter 
cases make, always, unsatisfactory patients. As usual, the 
deaths have been amongst our very youngest children, the 
age of the eldest being a little over four months, and these, in 
spite of foods of numerous kinds, in spite of almost constant 
nursing, in spite of combined medical care from several of the 
physicians,—simply became weaker, poorer, more fragile, 
until the little bony frame was all that was left. I have to 
record for the year six deaths, and in all but two of these 
cases, mal-nutrition, or rather mal-assimilation, was the cause. 


Several of our babies were taken at one time with a stomach 
and bowel complaint, due, most probably, to the milk, and at 
that time we lost three of our youngest and weakest, though 
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one was kept alive for a fortnight, but finally succumbed to 
weakness. ‘I‘wo more, at that time, had very close calls, but 
with a little more vitality than the others, were brought safely 
through. 

Our greatest trouble this year, has been a contagious skin 
affection, which has been very stubborn to treatment and hard 
to master. Not being sick enough to confine in bed, it has 
been next to impossible to prevent the affected ones from 
mingling with the other children, and so inocculating many. 

On our sick list we have had, also, a concussion of the 
brain, but no dislocations nor broken bones, something quite 
remarkable when you consider the number of children, the fact 
that there are many stairs to climb, that the Nursery is on a 
high elevation, and that the children cross an electric road 
and a bridge on the way to school; remembering, also, that 
our boys are, many of them, of the ‘‘ Tom Sawyer,’’ “ Peck’s 
Bad Boy,’’ and even the ‘‘ Chimmie Fadden ’’ types. 

I have examined fifty applicants for admission to the 
Nursery, and there have been six left at our door. My visits 
to the institution number 92 for the year. The prescriptions 
amount to some 400, though that number is below the real 
amount, as I often telephone the nurse what to prepare. 

In recording the deaths for ’95, I shall have to go outside 
of the inmates of the institution, and mention the loss of one 
of one of the most active and interested members of our staff. 
Among our consulting physicians, Dr. James HE. Lilienthal 
always took upon himself more than his expected share of vis- 
iting, and as he was especially interested in children’s diseases, 
his advice was always most acceptable and helpful. He had 
been a member of our staff for over three years, and his place 
will be difficult to fill. His good works surely preceded him 
to that better land, and they will never be forgotten by that 
institution on which they were bestowed. 

I would most earnestly suggest that some change be made 
regarding the admission of infants. We limit the age in the 
other direction, but respecting the youthfulness of the child 
nothing is done, and we have had babies one month, one 
week old,—even the new-born hardly launched upon the sea 
of life. ‘This does not seem right to ourselves nor to our 
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other children. Similar institutions have found themselves 
obliged to refuse too young children, and with, perhaps, but a 
single exception, asylums do not admit a child under two 
years of age. I will be satisfied if you make the limit one 
year—perfectly satisfied, but I would like to do away with 


‘ 


what might be termed the ‘‘ weaning department.’’ More- 
over, it would, in some degree at least, prevent this place 
being used as a receptacle or refuge, by that unprincipled class 
which agrees to dispose of a child at birth, and then brings it 
and lays it at our doorstep. It may be charity to take in such, 
and zs to the poor little babes, but it is also aiding a crime, 
which if there were fewer ways for disposing of a child, would 
make more serious and less frequent. Not that we do not 
have any feeling for these little innocents, without love, with- 
out home, practically without parents, but how can we, or 
any one else, expect to raise babies born one minute, the next 
torn from the only one who can give them life, often neither 
cleansed nor dressed, taken out in the cold night and left on 
our doorstep until their plaintive wail shall pierce the walls and 
reach the ears of those deadened by sleep? Consider the 
mental state of the mother, the moral condition, perhaps the 
physical state during the child’s formation, then consider its 
surroundings until we find it, and is it any wonder that they 
die of mal-nutrition? Is it any wonder if food accomplishes 
nothing? Is it not a greater wonder that they live to see 
another day ? 

The above are some of my reasons for proposing a change, 
but if you still consider it wise to take infants as young as 
those mentioned, I will do all I can, but there will be a death 
rate in spite of ourselves. 

Trusting your endeavors in this good work may be richly 
rewarded, I remain,

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BY-LAWS OF THE GIRLS’ AUXILIARY 


OF THE 


Board of Managers of the Nursery for Homeless Children. 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME. 
SECTION I. This Society shall be known as ‘‘ The Girls’ Auxiliary 
to the Board of Managers of the Nursery for Homeless Children.”’ 
OBJECTS. 


Src. 2. To assist the Managers to provide and care for the children. 


MEMBERSHIP. 
Sec. 3. The payment of twenty-five cents per month dues shall 
constitute either active or associate membership. . 


ARTICLE, II. 
MEETINGS. 

SECTION I. Business meetings shall be held on the first Monday 
afternoon of each month, at a place decided by the members. The 
Secretary shall send notice of all business meetings to each member. 

Src. 2. Sewing Meetings shall be held on the remaining Mondays 
of the month at the same place appointed for the business meeting, for 
the purpose of sewing for the children of the Nursery. 

Skc. 3. Special meetings may be called by the President or at the 
request of any three members of the Auxiliary, notice of which shall be 
sent to every member. Five shall constitute a quorum of a membership 
of twenty or less. 

ARTICLE III. 
DUES. 

SECTION I. Dues shall be twenty-five cents monthly for both active 
and associate members. 

Ske. 2. The Auxiliary may by majority vote elect honorary 
members. 

SEc. 3. Any member absent from a regular business meeting, 
without a legal excuse, will be fined twenty-five cents. 

Sec. 4. Any member agreeing to be present at a joint meeting of 
the Managers and Auxiliary and failing to do so will be fined twenty- 
five cents. 
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ARTICLE IV. 
OFFICERS. 

SECTION I. The Officers of the Auxiliary shall be President, Vice- 
President, Secretary and Treasurer. 

SEc. 2. The Officers shall be elected annually on the first meeting 
in February. 

A special election to fill a vacancy in office may be held at any 
regular business meeting, due notice of the same being given by postal 
to all regular members. 

Any officer absent three consecutive meetings, either business or 
sewing, without a legal excuse, the office of the satne shall be declared 
vacant. 

SEc. 3. A majority vote by ballot of those present shall be neces- 
sary to elect. The Secretary must notify all members of the time and 
place of election. 


ARTICLE: V. 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

SECTION I. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Auxiliary and shall appoint all committees. 

In the absence of the President the Vice-President shall preside, and 
in the absence of both President and Vice-President a President pro fen 
shall be elected. 

SEc. 2. The Secretary shall keep the records and attend to the cor- 
respondence of the Auxiliary. She shall embody in her records the 
name of the member making or seconding a motion, also the amount of 
money received or distributed by the Treasurer. 

SEC. 3. The Treasurer shall receive all money due the Auxiliary, 
receipts for the same, and pay all bills against the Auxiliary, after the 
same have been approved, and report to the Secretary the amount of 
receipts and disbursements. She shall make an itemized report monthly 
to the Auxiliary of all receipts and disbursements. 


ARTICLE VI. 
COMMITTEES. 
SECTION I. The President shall appoint an Auditing Committee of 
three, whose duty it will be to examine and audit all bills and reports, 
and any committees for special duties that may become necessary. 


ARTICLE VII. 


SECTION I. Any part of these By-Laws may be suspended by the 
unanimous vote of those present at a business meeting. 


SEc. 2. Any amendment of these By-Laws must be made in writing 


and read at two consecutive meetings before being acted upon.
